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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The silicas exemplified by Hirai et al. are not 
fumed silicas. The reference shows fumed silica or precipitated silica or dug silica. The surface area of the silicas shown, (up to 400 
square meter/gram), is indicative of a particle size consistent with applicants' claims. References must be considered for all they disclose 
and must not be limited to their preferred embodiments or working examples. In re Mills, 196 USPQ 196 (CCPA 1972). The other oxides 
present do not have to be branched metal oxides. The claims say "comprising". Rajagolapan et al. do not say anything about a reaction 
between the fumed silica and the silsesquixane. It is just speculation on applicants' parts. However, even if the theory is correct, it 
happens only after the composition is in existence already, and thus it is immaterial. The rejections are maintained. U.S. Patent 
Application No. 10/507,903 has been allowed. As soon as it issues, the provisional double patenting rejection will be changed to a double 
patenting rejection. 
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
